criminality and have reached a 
conclusion that certainly guarantees a 
controversial reception. Drs. Samuel 
Yochelson and Stanton E. Samenow 
say the reason rehabilitative efforts stf 
often fail is that too many criminals 
are unwilling to admit they are 
criminals. 


There are exceptions, the doctors 


stress, but too many criminals use ex- 
cuses of poor family environment or 
mental illness to explain away their 
actions. As long as they continue 
blaming someone else for their 
behavior, chances of rehabilitation are 
almost zilch. 


That theory will not be popularly 


received in some quarters, but then 
the track record of the apologists cer- 
tainly is nothing to brag about. If the 
home environment argument was fac- 
tual, how to explain the large number 
of kids from good homes who also 
cross the line into irresponsible ac- 
tion? 


Learning to accept the consequences 


of one's actions is an unknown way of 
life for some people. Until the facts arc 
faced, life will continue to be one mis- 
lake after another.

There are 
more honest salesmen than 
shysters. 
The problem is, our faith in 
words is often so great we do not 
distinguish between the honest 
politician and the dishonest, the

keeps 
its 
promises and the nation which 
doesn’t and the salesman with 
squintv morals and the one who 
backs up his word with service. 
Now 
treaties 
which 
are 
honestly entered into and me­ 
ticulously honored by both sides 
can prevent shooting wars and 
economic wars, insure the pro­ 
tection of American citizens 
abroad and promote human 
rights. 
But such values come only 
wben the other signatories have 
the same understanding of 
words that we have and when all 
the nations involved are aiming 
at fairness. 
For there is no treaty written 
which 
cannot 
be 
broken 
“ legally” 
by 
playing 
with 
words, especially when the of­ 
ficial text is in two or more lan­ 
guages. 
We saw the effects of this 
double-meaning syndrome in 
the SALT I nuclear control 
treaty with the Soviet Union, in 
which 
red-faced 
American 
negotiators admitted they could 
charge the USSR with no viola­ 
tions because it was possible to 
twist the words in virtually any 
manner the Soviet Union chose. 
They could build 50 per cent 
larger silos. They could test 
radar for illegal uses. They 
could overbuild on long-range 
weapons capable of reaching the 
United States and call these 


middle-range. 
We saw the same result in the 
pact negotiated with Hanoi at 
the time of our withdrawal from 
South Vietnam. And in the pact

when we reached a “ truce” with 
the North Koreans at Panmun- 
jom. And in the human rights 
agreements which have been so 
popular in recent years, but

This is not to contend we 
should end our attempts at de­ 
tente or make no more treaties 
with anyone.

Firefighters expressed guarded 
optimism Monday that they 
were gaining control of a brush 
fire which has consumed more 
than 50,000 acres of Upper 
Peninsula woodlands since late 
July. 
Some 1,061 firefighters from 
29 states and the federal 
government continued their 
strategy of trying to set a huge 
backbum to stop the creeping 
advance of the large scale fire.

Zurich Monday to London and 
Paris to discuss the situation in 
southern Africa with British of- 
ficials and French President 
Valery Giscard d'Eslaing. He 
sees West German officials in 
Bonn today and then returns to 
Washington. 


Kissinger 
told 
a 
news 


conference in Zurich that he and 
Vorster made enough progress 
on racial problems in Africa to 
warrant negotiations with Mack 
leaders. 


*'I believe the basis for 


further negotiations exists, but 
some wwfc remains to be done," 
he said. 


The secretary sent William 


Schaufele, his chief aide for 
African affairs, to Tanzania, 
where the five Mack African 
presidents most concerned with 
the situation in southern Africa 
ate 
meeting, 
along 
with 


representatives of the Mack na- 
tionalist 
movements 
in 


Rhodesia 
and 
South-West 


Africa, called Namibia by the 
United Nations. 


Kissinger 
expects 
the 


presidents to tell Schaufele they 
would welcome the secretary's 
arrival in Africa early next 
week to begin shuttling back 
and forth between them and 
Vorster. 


Senior American officials in 


Kissinger's party estimated 
that the First stage of the shuttle 
may last 1*0 to three weeks. 


But a report today from the 


meeting in Tanzania said up 
until 
this 
morning 
the 


presidents had not discussed 
Kissinger's proposed visit. Ob- 
servers at 
the 
conference 


believe they are not giving high 
priority to U.S participation in 
diplomatic efforts to achive 
black rule in southern Africa, 
the report said. - 


Kissinger said he and Vorster 


made progress in their talks on 
both Rhodesia and Namibia. 
But apparently the secretary's 
first target will be independence 
negotiations for Namibia, the 


former League of Nations man- 
(lute South Africa conlrols in 
fit-fiance of United Nations 
resuiuuons. 


That issue involves "fewer 


parties and is M an earlier 
stage" of crisis than Rhodesia, 
Kissinger said, and "may lend 
itsdf to more rapM progress." 


Vorster's regime has indicat- 


ed that it would relinquish the 
territory by th« end of 1978. 
Kissinger will try to arrange 
some

conference 


between the South African 
government and the various 
factions in Namibia. "Clearly 
we include SWAPO in this." he 
said.

Meanwhile, President Ford 
issued a statem ent Monday 
calling on Congress to approve a 
tax bill that m eets the needs of 
all Americans.

CHILD CARE — An expanded 
tax credit for child care ex­ 
penses is assured since such a 
provision was passed in both the 
House and Senate bills.

PENSIONS — Present law 
allows a w orker who has no 
other pension plan to exem pt 
from current taxes up to $1.500 a 
year to be set aside in an In­ 
dividual R etirem ent Account 
(IRA). No tax is paid until the 
money is w ithdraw n at re­ 
tirement. 
The House voted to allow 
workers whose company pen­ 
sions are inadequate to invest in 
an IRA on a linuted basis.

— A worker who qualifies for an 
IRA could set aside an addi­ 
tional $250 a year for his spouse 
who does not work outside the 
home.

By KENNETH J. FREED 
Associated Press W riter 
PARIS (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger feels 
the way may be clear for him to 
undertake a new round of shut­ 
tle diplomacy, aimed this tim e 
at defusing the threat of a race 
war in southern Africa. 
Kissinger said his three days 
of talks with South African 
Prim e M inister John Vorster in 
Zurich, Switzerland, ended on a 
“ fruitful” note. His next project 
is a trip to Africa.

Miss Bashold. who is un- 


married and has lived on wel- 
fare since moving here from 
Ohio in June, was jailed over- 
night. She faced arraignment 
today in Manhattan Criminal 


The dog, a four-monlh-old 


female whose ribs protruded 
visibly, was destroyed 
for 


examination of its stomach con- 
tents to verify that it killed the 
baby. Police said the dog hadn't 
eaten for at least six days before 
the attack. 


Miss Bashold gave birth to the 


baby, Cam, at Bettevue hospi- 
tal on Wednesday. Authorities 
said she told them her preg- 
nancy resulted from a rape that 
she never reported to police. 


She returned Sunday night to 


her two-room apartment. The

folded In half on which mother 
and baby slept. The dog slept 
nearby.

Policy Changed; 
School Still Must 
Pay OSHA Fine

LANSING — The Berrien 


Springs school district will still 
have to pay a $138 fine to the 
state for several minor safety 
infractions found during a state 
Department of Labor inspection 
last October despite a change in 
policy on fines by the state 
agency. 


School officials had protested 


payment of the fine on the 
grounds that one public agency 
should not have to pay tax 
dollars to another public agency 
in the form of fines. 


Keith Molin, director of the 


labor department, said today - 
the school district 
will be 


required to pay the fine even 
though 
the department 
is 


changing its policy and will not 
levy fines for minor infractions 
found during first inspections 
after October. 


The changes to the policy will. 


not be retroactive, Molin said. 


The fine was levied 
for 


alleged safety hazards said to be 
"less 
than 
serious," 
but 


nonetheless violations of the 
state occupational safety and 
health act. 


Some of the violations found 


included no horn on the school 
district's riding lawn mower, 
failure of teachers and students 


to wear safety goggles in sewing 
classes, the storage of oxygen 
and acetylene tanks together in 
the welding shop, and lack of an 
enclosed space for thc bus 
supervisor in the bus garage 
where buses are repaired. 


School district officials and 


state Rep. Harry Cast Jr. (R-St. 
Joseph) protested the fine dur- 
ing a meeting with Molin last 
February. 


Molin said he told'the officials 


at that meeting his department 
was "reassessing" the policy. 
He said he agreed to delay 
payment of the fine until a 
ruing was made. , 


The new ruling came recently, 


from the U.S. Department of 
Labor. Molin said the state 
labor department must operate 
under the same inspection 
policies as the federal labor 
department. 


After October, fmes will only 


be levied on a first inspection 
for serious safety violations, he 
said. 


He said the school district was 


fined because the safety law 
treats both public and private 
organizations equally. Both can 
be Fined for safety hazards. 


"You get compliance much 


quicker when a penalty is in- 
mlved, regardless of how small 
it Is," Molin said.

(ierman Shepherd while she 
went to get money for food re­ 
turned to find the baby dead, 
partially eaten by the 15-pound 
dog. 
'Hie woman was charm'd with 
negligent homicide. The do« 
was destroyed. 
“ I left the baby on the floor 
with the dog to protect it. ... The 
dog ate my baby,’’ Joanne 
Bashold. 24. told police Monday 
when they arrived at her barren 
sixth-floor walkup apartment in 
Spanish Harlem 
Miss Bashold. who is un­ 
married and has lived on wel­ 
fare since moving here from 
Ohio in June, was jailed over­ 
night. She faced arraignment 
today in Manhattan Criminal 
Court. 
The dog, a four-month-old 
female whose ribs protruded 
visibly, 
was 
destroyed 
for 
examination of its stomach con­ 
tents to verify that it killed the 
haby. Police said the dog hadn t 
eaten for at least six days before 
the attack. 
Miss Bashold gave birth to the 
baby, Carra. at Bellevue hospi­ 
tal on Wednesday. Authorities 
said she told them her preg­ 
nancy resulted from a rape that 
she never reported to police. 
She returned Sunday night to 
her two-room apartment. The 
only furniture was a wooden 
folding chair and a brown rug 
folded in half on which mother 
and baby slept. The dog slept 
nearby 
A 
welfare 
worker 
had 
promised to give her a crib 
today, she said. 
On Monday morning. Miss 
Bashold said, she left the 
apartment alone at 7 a.m. to 
pick up some belongings from 
the hospital, including $20 in 
(ash with which to buy food for 
herself, the baby and the dog. 
Tlie refrigerator in the apart­ 
ment was empty 
Neighbors in the tenement 
said later that as far as they 
knew, she wasn’t friends with 
anyone in the building. 
When she returned 1 % hours 
later, Carra was dead, her tiny 
body torn, blood on the muzzle 
of the dog. Miss Bashold said 
she rushed dowii into the street 
to telephone police. 
“ It was the most shocking 
thing I’ve ever seen,” Officer Al 
Dwyer said. “ I felt outraged 
that something like that could 
happen.” 
Dwyer said the baby’s arm s 
were missing and her sternum 
and ribs were visible where the 
stomach had been. Her face was 
unmarred. 
“ We are as horrified as the 
police, if not more so.” said 
Sam Elber. spokesman for the 
city’s Human Resources Ad­ 
ministration, which is responsi­ 
ble for welfare. “We are inves­ 
tigating this, both for the abuse 
and neglect of the child and the 
history of the mother’s case.” 
Police said before they en­ 
tered the apartment they heard 
the dog whimpering inside The 
animal offered no resistance 
when authorities put a noose 
around its neck and led it away 
to the American Society for the

Miss Bashold’s parents. Mr

‘‘It’s difficult to imagine that 
Ohio State isn’t better defen­ 
sively than last year with all 
their 
returning 
players,” 
Rogers noted.

It has happened so many times before, an assistant coach or an 
equipment man walks over to a player and says the fatal words, 
or merely points to the door of the head coach’s office. No more 
needs be said; it’s over. 
Quarterback Jim Del Gaizo wasn’t pleased when he got the 
news from the Miami Dolphins, nor were Dallas running backs 
Ron Johnson and Duane Thomas, who found their comeback 
hopes submerged under a heavy rush of National Football League 
cuts. Big names and small, stars and non-stars were among the 
more than 120 victims on cutdown day. 
Del Gaizo. contributing 25 completions in 40 attempts for 372 
yards and three touchdowns to Miami’s unbeaten preseason, was 
bitter. “ I know this,” he said, “there’s no way this team would be 
6-0 without me.” His reward, he added, was a kick in the pants. 
But there were many who joined him on the sidelines Monday 
as rosters were part'd to their 43-man limit. Pittsburgh trimmed 
quarterback Terry Hanratty. Los Angeles dropped wide receiver 
Jack Snow; Washington waived defensive end John Matuszak; San 
Diego sacrificed kicker Bruce Gossett, and Minnesota did 
likewise with veteran running backs Dave Osborn and Oscar Reed 
and defensive back Pete Athas. The New York Jets dropped 
backup quarterback J.J. Jones. 
Thomas, known in the past for moodiness, had come to the 


Cowboys' camp with a new image and hopes of earning a job on 
the team with which he started his career six years ago. Johnson, 
who played out the option year of his contract with the New York 
Giants last season and signed with Dallas, twice has gained over 
1,000 yards in a season. 
In some cases, there were words of regret by the people who 
made the moves. “ It’s a sports tragedy when a player of Jack 
Snow’s caliber is released,” said Rams General Manager Don 
Klosterman, who called the 33-year-olD Snow “ a brilliant receiver 
in the tradition of Elroy Hirsch and Tom Fears." 


There is no way the St. Louis Cardinals can get defensive end 
Walt Patulski back for this season. He and four teammates were 
placed on the injured reserve list for the campaign. 


The New England Patriots picked up wide receiver Marlin

If Captain Goodrich were 
alive today, he would see one of 
the finest little harbors on Lake 
Michigan, where small craft 
can be safe from furious waters

Captain 
Goodrich, 
founder 
of 
the 
Goodrich Transportation com­ 
pany. was Imrn in Buffalo, N.Y., 
in 1825. He was reared and 
educated in the schools of that 
city, and removed with his 
father’s family in the latter 
1830’s to New Buffalo, then one 
of the principal ports on Lake 
Michigan, where he went to 
work in the country surrounding 
the village. * 
Captain Goodrich as a boy 
began his long and useful career 
on the Great Lakes with his 
uncle. Captain Henry Whitaker, 
sailing on Lake Erie. After 
coming to New Buffalo, he 
began sailing in the capacity as 
clerk in the Ward Line of 
steamers then running between 
Chicago and St. Joseph, in con­ 
nection with the Michigan Cen­ 
tral railroad. The railroad had 
the mail contract between East 
and West. His winters were 
spent around the country and 


the village. 
The Michigan Central at that 
time was built as far as Jack­ 
son, then later on to New Buf­ 
falo. This was the usual route 
until the spring of 1855, when 
the railroad was continued 
around the lower end of Lake 
Michigan to Chicago. 
Goodrich continued in the 
employ of the Ward Line until 
the spring of 1855 when, on ac­ 
count of completion of the 
railroad, Captain Ward decided 
to sell his fleet of vessels to his 
employees,

This was the nucleus of the line 
of boats known as the Goodrich 
Transportation company. Thus

THE VIRGINIA: After many years in the Goodrich 
west coast and spent more years sailing between Los 
fleet on the Great Lakes, the Virginia was taken to the 
Angeles and Catalina island. 


Carolina was brought from 
Philadelphia and added to the 
fleet. In the spring of the 1899 
the 
whaleback 
Christopher 
Columbus was chartered by the 
company, and was operated as 
one of the Goodrich vessels. 
The Virginia was taken to the 
west coast and sailed between 
Los 
Angeles 
and 
Catalina 
Island. 
The 
Alabama, 
the 
flagship, was the pride of the 
Goodrich line and ended her 
days around Saginaw as a crane 
barge for a contractor. She was 
one of the greatest ice-breakers 
on the Great Lakes. 
After the merger with the 
Graham and Morton Line in 
1927, the following ships were in 
the line in 1930, the City of 
Grand 
Kapids, 
Alabama, 
Carolina, City of Saugatuck, 
City of St. Joseph, City of Ben­ 
ton Harbor, City of Holland. 
Bainbridge and the Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
The Christopher Columbus 
was. scrapped in 1936 at Mani­ 
towoc, Wis. The City of St. 
Joseph and the City of Sauga­ 
tuck were reduced to barges and 
at one time were ust'd on the old 
Erie canal now the New York 
State Barge Canal. 
Thus one of the safest and 
largest passenger fleet on I*ike 
Michigan began at New Buffalo. 
But the automobile and trucks 
spelled the end to all passenger 
ships on the Great Lakes. You 
could still see the pilings at New 
Buffalo several years ago where 
the warehouses stood —r just a 
memory of the old days around 
these parts.

SEPTEMBER 22 MARKS FIRST DAY OF AUTUMN 


ANN ARBOR — Autumn will officially begin at 5:48 p.m. Sept. 
22. say University of Michigan astronomer Ha/el M. Losh. 
\ “This autumn will start some 18 hours earlier than last year 
because of the leap year day in February,” Prof. l^osh notes, ad­ 
ding that on the 22nd the sun will arrive at the autumnal equinox. 
‘‘Although the equinox means the day and night should be of 
equal length, they arent’ really, because the atmosphere “ bends’ 
the sunlight, making the sun visible before it actually comes over 
the horizon,” Therefore, she continues, the day will be some 12 
minutes longer than the night. Not until Sept. 26 will day and night 
api)ear equal; thereafter, the days will grow steadily shorter. “The 
full moon of Sept. 8 will be designated the Harvest Moon,” Prof. 
Losh says. Defined as the full moon occuring nearest the date of 
the autumnal equinox, the Harvest Moon, and the Hunter’s Moon 
of October, are distinguished from those of other months by a very 
slight delay in rising from night to night. 
“ Because the retardation — the angle that the moon’s path 


makes with the eastern horizon — is slightest at this time of year, 
the moon rises just 20 minutes later each evening, in contrast to 
more than an hour in the spring,” Prof. Losh explains. “Hence we 
have a lot more full moonlight for several successive nights. Often, 
the Harvest and Hunter's moons are further distinguished by their 
unusually large appearance and reddish hue/’ 
“The size distortion is considered an optical illusion, and the 
reddish tinge is caused not by the moon itself, of course, but by the 
earth’s atmosphere,” Prof. Losh says. She says the molecules of 
air and the dust particles suspended in the air “strip” the light of 
more blue rays than red, leaving the red to predominate. Cons­ 
tellations prominent in September include pegasus, the Winged 
Horse. Rising in the east around sunset, Pegasus, one of the 
“landmarks" of the sky, may be found balancing on a corner of its 
great square. 
“Closely related to Pegasus, the constellation Andromeda ex­ 
tends from the lower left corner of the square in two long, 


spreading ‘chains’ of stars,” Prof. Losh continues. “ Andromeda 
features the brightest and nearest of the spiral galaxies, and the 
only one visible to the unaided eye. Planets of the month include 
Venus, visible in the southwestern sky for about an hour after 
sunset. Also found in this region is Mars; it will be passed by

nominee Jimmy Carter is out 
stumping through the East for 
votes while President Ford, 
emphasizing his incumbency, is 
keeping a high profile in the 
White House. 
Carter opened

battle 
Monday with a sharp attack on 
Ford, labeling him a latter-day 
Herbert Hoover and blaming 
the Republican party for a 
myriad of economic woes that 
Carter claims the Democrats 
will cure. 
Ford stayed in the White 
House, bypassing the tradi­ 
tional Labor Day campaign 
start to take care of business, 
chide 
Congress 
for 
not 
completing work on a major 
tax-revision 
bill, 
give 
a 
television 
interview 
and 
prepare for his own campaign 
start next week. 
While Carter continues a 
five-day whirlwind opening tour 
that carries him today from 
New York to Connecticut to 
Philadelphia. Ford plans more 
distinctly presidential activities 
today, including ceremonies at 
which he will sign bills provid­ 
ing aid for child day-care 
centers and for victims of the 


recent Teton Dam disaster in 
Idaho. 
Ford let surrogates, including 
Sen. Bob Dole, the GOP vice 
presidential nominee, carry his 
banner and answer the cri­ 
ticisms Carter levied Monday 
on (he front steps of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's 
“Little

House" in Warm Springs, ('.a. 
Dole 
crossed 
paths 
with 
Carter later Monday at a stock 
car race in Darlington, S.C. 


Carter’s running mate. Sen. 
Walter F. Mondale, spoke Mon­ 
day at labor rallies in Ohio and 
California. He charged in a 
Barberton. Ohio, address that 
Ford’s economic policies have 
“betrayed” U.S. workers. 


Carter, speaking from a 
podium bearing Roosevelt’s 
portrait, said, ‘This year, as in 
1932. our nation is divided, our 
people are out of work and our 
national leaders do not lead.” 
He recalled that in 1932, with 
the nation struggling in the grip 
of the Depression, Roosevelt 
defeated the incumbent Hoover.

challenged Carter’s statements 
about the economy and his cap­ 
sule history of the Roosevelt 
era. Greener said:

“President Ford is bringing 
this nation economic stability, 
drastically reduced inflation 
and a lowered unemployment 
rate through peaceful means.” 
Ford said in an interview with 
ABC News on Monday that a 
victory at the polls on Nov. 2 
would strengthen his hand in

problems. 
“Being elected, getting a 
mandate ... would give me 
greater impact with Congress, 
more ability to move ahead,” 
said 
Ford, 
who 
became 
president in August 1974 when 
the Watergate scandals forced 
Richard M. Nixon to resign. 
Ford said, however, that be­ 
ing an unelected president 
“who came to this office in the 
most 
unusual 
of circums­ 
tances” has not proved much of 
an obstacle. 
Ford and his supporters 
claim credit for leading the na­ 
tion out of the throes of the 
1974-75 recession and reducing 
inflation. 
The unemployment rate for 
August was 7.9 per cent. It has 
crept upward since May, when 
it fell to 7.3 per cent. The rate 
was 5.4 per cent when Ford took 
office, but rose to 6.5 per cent 
by November 1974 and peaked 
at 9.2 per cent in May 1975 
before declining for a year.

Later, in a St. Louis stop 
before heading to California, 
Mondale predicted that the 
presidential race would go 
“down to the wire.” 
Independent presidential can­ 
didate Eugene McCarthy has 
denounced plans to include only 
the presidential candidates of 
the two major parties in forth­ 
coming televised debates. 
In 
a 
five-minute 
speech 
prepared as a paid political 
broadcast on NBC-TV tonight, 
McCarthy charged: 
“I can anticipate a time when 
Democrats and Republicans 
will be the only ones allowed 
even to vote in presidential 
elections, with independents ef­ 
fectively excluded. This is not 
altogether different from the 
practice in Communist coun­ 
tries where the members of the 
party pick the candidates, lay 
out the platform, and then allow 
the rest of the people to approve 
what they have done. 
“In this country, we don’t go 
quite that far — we now allow 
Republicans and Democrats to 
pick their candidates and to 
pick their platforms, and as 
things are going now, the 
people, the independents, all of 
us will have no choice excepting 
that which is offered to us by 
those two parties.”

primaries are being held today 
in Arizona, Florida,

Dakota and Connecticut.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
tired Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas is “doing 
very well” after undergoing an 
operation to repair a fractured 
left hip. his doctor says. 
A spokesman for Walter Reed 
Army Hospital said that the 77- 
year-old Douglas was "resting 
comfortably and experiencing 
no difficulty” after the twohour 
operation Monday. 
Douglas' personal physician, 
Thomas Connally, said today 
that patients normally require 
two-to-three weeks of hospi­ 
talization after such an opera­ 
tion. 


The hospital spokesman said 
Douglas' hfp was fractured in a 
fall Sunday. The former justice 
was taken to the hospital Sun­ 
day night. 


Earlier, hospital officials had 
listed 
his 
condition 
as 
"seriously ill,” explaining that 
such a designation is routine for 
someone of Douglas’ age and 
medical history. 
He suffered a stroke in 


December 1974 that left him 
partially paralyzed. Pain and 
discomfort forced him to retire 
from the court last November. 
He served 37 years on the 
high court, longer than any 
other justice in history.

co-inventor Tom Darlington, are 


manufactured 
in Wareham, 


Mass., and distributed in Maine 
by Del Merrill of Ellsworth, lie 
soM 25 and is using five others 
in his family's blueberry grow- 
ing and parking business. 


"It's certainly going to 


revolutionize the blueberry in- 
dustry." said Merrill, who ex- 
pects to have orders for another 
100 machines next year. 


The self-propelled machines, 


resembling giant lawnmowers, 
require a modification to the 
rotating picking head before 
they can harvest blueberries in- 
stead of cranberries. 


MeBrill said the machine can 


harvest 40 to 58 bushels per day, 
or roughly twice the output of a 
topflight hand raker. 


Scientific growing methods 


have become more widespread 
in recent years, he explained, 
resulting 
in 
well-groomed, 


weed-free 
fields suited to 


mechanical harvesting. The 
machine does not work well on 
hilly fields, and Merrill said 


these arc likely to require hand 
labor.

FDR in a flick of a camera lens jutting his jaw with the 
absolute sdf-mnf kJence that had ted a nation out of hunger 
and would lead H into the cannon roll of war; FDR grinning 
with a near arrogance that caused many to hate him with a 
fervor matched only by the devotkm of those who venerated 
him. 


But before he was done, Roosevelt worked a social 


revolution. He came to office in 1912 at the Depression's 
depth when there was starvation right here in Gotanda, 
when factories rusted, when abandoned farmhouse doors 
creaked in the wind, when no one, try as he might, could 
put Humpty-Dumpty back together again. 


"The only thing we have to fear is fear itself." said this 


silver-spooned blue blood standing in the iron braces that 
gripped his potkMrippled tegs. Then, he launched into a 
frenzy of makeshift reform called The Hundred Days. Some 
of it failed outright. Sane was outlawed by the Supreme 
Court. But the abiding legacy of his New Deal would be 
Social Security for the aged, the right to unionize and bar- 
gain for the worker, electricity for the farmer, overseers on 
Wall Street for the investor, federal savings account 
guarantees for the depositor, housing for the Ghettos — a 
myraid of change a later generation would take for grant- 
ed. 


With guile — for be had more than enough of that — 


Roosevelt guided a nation basically anti-war towards, the 
conflict be regarded as inevitable. There were destroyers 
for Britain and a peace time draft and Lend-Lease and 
then, the day after Pearl Harbor, the ringing, outraged 
words of the Commander in Chief denouncing "a date that 
will live in infamy." 


He had promised men and promised .arms and promised 


victory and saw that they were delivered. He, along with 
Winston Churchill, were the foci of national purpose, the 
prods, the exhorters, the men of words and spirit tough and 
eloquent enough to lead their people. 


He would stumble. At Yalta, when he was, dying, 


Roosevelt would trust too much in the wartime good will of 
the inscrutable Stalin. History would tax him for it. But he 
had vision, too. He saw beyond war to peace and laid the 
foundations of the United Nations. But it was a peace he 
was not to reach.

FDR in a flick of a camera lens jutting his jaw with the 
absolute self-confidence that had led a nation out of hunger 
and would lead it into the cannon roll of war; FDR grinning 
with a near arrogance that caused many to hate him with a 
fervor matched only by the devotion of those who venerated 
him. 
But before he was done, Roosevelt worked a social 
revolution. He came to office in 1932 at the Depression’s 
depth when there was starvation right here in Golconda, 
when factories rusted, when abandoned farmhouse doors 
creaked in the wind, when no one, try as he might, could 
put Humpty-Dumpty back together again.

ELLSWORTH, Maine (AP) - 
The mechanical age is dawning 
on the blueberry Barrens of 
eastern Maine, where pickers 
bend and stoop tj harvest the 
wild fruit the same way they did 
a century ago. 
A mechanical harvester, used 
for 25 years on the cranberry 
bogs of Massachusetts, has been 
modified to pick low-growing 
wild blueberries. Thirty of the 
machines have been tried out 
this summer in Maine. 
Agricultural engineers at the 
University 
of 
Maine, 
meanwhile, have designed a 
larger, tractor-drawn machine 
which has gone through initial 
tests and could be ready for 
commercial use within a few 
years. 
Industry officials say the time 
has come to begin replacing the 
rigorous and increasingly ex­ 
pensive hand labor which has 
always been used to pick the 
20,000 acres of berries harvested 


each year in Maine. 
“The thought that somebody 
bent over with a hand rake has 
to go over every inch of those 
20,000 acres just boggles the 
mind,” 
said 
A. A. 
Ismail, 
blueberry specialist for the 
Cooperative Extension Service 
at the university’s Orono cam­ 
pus. 
The move toward mechaniza­ 
tion has gained momentum 
from the recurrent problems in 
lining 
up 
sufficient 
hand 
pickers, as well as from grower 
annoyance at the number of 
government regulations affect­ 
ing farm labor.

(Cultivataed 
highbush 
blueberries grown in some 
other parts of the nation have 
been harvested mechanically 
for some years jiow. They are 
grown in dean-cultivated rows, 
whereas the wild blueberries 
grown at random in wild areas.) 


The cranberry harvesters, 
called “Darlington Pickers” for 
co-inventor Tom Darlington, are 


manufactured 
in 
Wareham, 
Mass., and distributed in Maine 
by Del Merrill of Ellsworth. He 
sold 25 and is using five others 
in his family’s blueberry grow­ 
ing and packing business. 


“It’s 
certainly 
going 
to 
revolutionize the blueberry in­ 
dustry,” said Merrill, who ex­ 
pects to have orders for another 
100 machines next year. 
The self-propelled machines, 
resembling giant lawnmowers, 
require a modification to the 
rotating picking head before 
they can harvest blueberries in­ 
stead of cranberries. 
MeKrill said the machine can 
harv(*st 40 to 50 bushels per day, 
or roughly twice the output of a 
top-flight hand raker. 
Scientific growing methods 
have become more widespread 
in recent years, he explained, 
resulting

well-groomed, 
weed-free 
fields 
suited 
to 
mechanical 
harvesting.

machine does not work well on 
hilly fields, and Merrill said 


these are likely to require hand 
labor.

because of labor costs.

. where he knows or has probable cause lo believe that a felony has 


been committed, and if a safer alternative would be useless or 
dangerous to others nearby. Kelley said, however, that Michigan 
law is not clear on what amount of force a police office may use 
to stop a fleeing vehicle. He said New York. California and Illinois 
already hare passed legislation clarifying that question. His 
opinion was in response to a request by state Rep. DeForest 
Strarig, K-Sturgfe.

"deadly force” to arrest the occupants of a fleeing vehicle only 
. where he know's or has probable cause to believe that a felony has 
been committed, and if a safer alternative would be useless or 
dangerous to others nearby. Kelley said, however, that Michigan 
law is not clear on what amount of force a police office may use 
to stop a fleeing vehicle. He said New York. California and Illinois 
already have passed legislation clarifying that question. His 
opinion was in response to a request by state Rep. DeForest 
Strang, R-Sturgis. Kelley emphasized that a police office may not 
use deadly force when trying to stop or arrest a person who has 
committed a misdemeanor, though he may when a felony is 
involved and there is no other safer alternative.

last month from 10.6,pcr cent of 


• the labor force in July to 9.4 per 


cent in August, the director of 
Ihe Michigan Employment 
Sccurily Commission said Mon- 
day. 


S. Martin Taylor said 364.900 


persons were unemployed last 
month, a drop of 44,900 from 
409,400 in July. During August 
.1979, unemployment was 11.8 
per cent with 497,500 persons 
without jobs. 


Unemployment in the six- 


county Detroit area, was also 
down, dropping to 10.1 per cent, 
or 184,200 persons. In July, 
.unemployment totaled 11.1 per 
cent, or 202,300 persons. In 
August, 1979, unemployment 
was 12.2 per cent with 227,200 
persons jobless. 


Taylor said August's drop in 


unemployment was largely the 
result of auto workers being 
called back to work after the 
plants reopened following model 
diangeovers. 


Taylor 
on Monday also 


launched the MESC's new 
program to recruit jobs for the 
state's 
unemployed. 
The 


program, called "Job Service," 
is designed to list over 200,000 
new job openings a year with 
Ihe MESC's statewide offices. 


"The economy is beginning to
